aud ManitolNt system has this year built 
seven hundred mjles of road. Ii now 
has two thousand miles in Minneso- 
ta and Dakota, and several hundred in 
Montana. I traveled down and up the 
Red River, and away West into Mon- 
tana, besides making other journeys. 
At every station there were evidences 
of new comers. An air of thrift per- 
vades the entire country. Titere are 
no evidences of dislitution, and none 
of idieuess. 

One of the finest countries I ever 
saw was in the Devils Lake region. 
Tiie lake is a grand body of salt water 
sixty or seventy miles long, and five 
to twenty broad. It is one of the most 
beautiful bodies of water in the world. 
Surrounded with trees, it has a fine 
range of limbered mountains on the 
south side, and all around a graud 
country, undulating and rich. The 
town of Devils Lake is situated on 
north side, and is a delightful place of 
several thousand people. One of the 
best equipped and most prosperous 
looking newspaper offices 1 have ever 
seen in a town of the size, is the Devils 
Lake Inter Ocean. On the south side 
is the town of Minnewaukon, and 
two steamers, one rather large, ply lie- 
tween the towns. Fort Totton is also 
south of the Lake. The Indians have 
a tradition that in the long ago two 
hostile tribes engaged in battle on the 
Lake in their hark canoes. During 
the battle, the Devil came up out of 
the water and scooped them all under 
They then called the Luke Miniiewau- 
kon, which means Devil water, lienee 
the name — Devils Lake. I visited lakes 
Minnetonka, Pewaukee and Ocono- 
rnowoc along (lie way, and think 
Devils Lake much mure attractive 
than any of the others. 

Among the residents of Devils Lake 1 
I found Mr. William Stuart and his 
son, Mr. George Stuart, both formerly 
of Clark county, Ky. The senior Stu- 
art was a brother to the late S. G. 
Stuart, Sheriff of Clark. They are 
charmed with Dakota, and expect 
never to return to Kentucky. George 
Smart weighed one hundred and forty 
pounds when lie went to Dakota, three 
years ago, and now weighs two hun- 
dred and twenty. 

At Argyle in north Minnesota, I 
saw t lie farm of Mr. Ramsey. It con- 
tains thirty thousand acres, and is all 
in wheat. Mr. Ramsey is a son of the 
Earl of Dalliausen, or some such a 
name, and married Af**j Garrisou of 
New York, a great grand-daughter of 
Capt. James Estill, the famous pioneer 
of Madison county, Ky. Mr. Ramsey 
lias an older brother wiio is a Lord and 
member of Parliament, but lias uo chil- 
dren, and some day I shall expect to see 
tills great-grand-son-in-law of Madison 
county a Lord and member of Parlia- 
ment. 

Tiie Ryan farm, farther up the river, 
contains forty thousand acres. Mr. 
Ryan lives In St. Paul, and looks 
strikingly like Mr. Ben Langford of 
Clays Ferry.

I knew he 
must have meant our George, and in- 
formed him accordingly. 

I travelled sixteen liuudred miles in 
Minnesota and Dakota, aud I never 
found such agreeable railroad men on 
any system as those of the 8t. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba road. From 
Geueral Passenger Agent, C. H. War- 
ren, and his chief clerk, Mr. W. H. 
Connor, on down, they are a royal lot. 
There’s Mr. W. D. Scott, conductor be- 
tween Bartlesville and St. Vincent — a 
hundred miles or more. He aawered 
all the thousand aud one questions I 
asked and tiiat in the most intelligent 
and pleasant way*, and turned rue over 
to the Manitoba conductor with a wish 
that he could carry me 011 to Wiuuipeg. 
And there’s Mr. T. E. Driscoll, who’s 
run is between tiie growing electric- 
liglit-waler-works-brick-built town of 
Crookstou, Minn., and the far weeteru 
wooden town of Minot lu the Mouse 
River country. Driscoll would sit up 
every uiglit in the week to accommo- 
date a Irieud, and not consider it any 
hardship. I should not forget Mr. 
Birkheim, who runs between L-tri- 
more and Castlelon. He is a walking 
encyclopedia of Dakota information, 
and imparls it with grace and palieuce. 

Cold? Yrs. The thermometer 
doesn’t hesitate to creep down into tiie 
thirties and forties, and sometimes the 
fifties below zero. But it is a dry quiet, 
cold. When it freezes up in Novem- 
ber it remains dry and frozen all win- 
ter. There is no mud, anil slush aud 
rain ; and t Iiere are no sudden changes. 
Heavier boots are woru in Kentucky 
! than in Dakota. Besides that a man 
. lias nothing to do but stay in tiie bouse. 

The sun rises about 8 o’clock, and 
| sets about 9 o’clock, in June; but in 
; December it gets even by rising at 9 
and setting at 3 . The northern boun- 
dary of Dakota and Minnesota is 49 
degrees North Latitude, or 12 degress 
nortli of Richmond. Heavy fur coats 
i are much woru ia winter. 

I met an accommodating gentleman 
at Fort Buford. I reler to Mr. G. W. 
Heddericli, the Post Trader. He loan- 
ed me his Winchester rifle and gave 
me all the cartridges I wanted. I 
walked fourteen miles and killed a 
raven sixty yards off hand, but it was 
the only respectable shot I made that 
day. Game is exceedingly scarce. I 
saw a dress parade and beard the ex- 
cellent military baud at Hie fort. Fort 
Buford is on tiie upper Missouri Hiver 
j at the mouth of the famous Yellow- 
stone, and on tbe liue between Dakota 
and Montana

Having heard to much about the 
“Red River of Hie North,” one would 
imagine it equal to the James, the 
York, or the 8t. John*, but it is no 
greater in appearance than the Ken- 
tucky River. It is a narrow, shallow, 
quiet stream that flows North thiougb 
a country so level that you can scarce- 
ly tell which way Ilie river runs. The 
bottoms are five lo twenty miles wide 
on each side of the river, are ten to 
forty miles across, and break up iuto 
a lieaiitifuliy undulating country that 
extends hundreds of miles away. The 
river and ils tributaries lie principally 
in Minnesota and Dakota, aud drain 
an area of 30 , OK) square miles, or 
20,000.000 acres. 

North Minnesota aud North Dakota 
are ihe most beautiful portions of those 
two countries. Tiie eastern portion of 
Minnesota abounds witli pine timber, 
but west of tiiat timber is exceedingly 
scarce. In fact it is found ouly along 
tiie rivers and around tbe lakes. The 
vast bottoms of Bed River are level 
us a parlor floor, hut uot swampy. 
Anywhere ten thousand acres can be 
staked off*, and a depression one foot 
lower than the general level can not 
be found. Grass grows everywhere, 
and grows naturally. Gullies and uu- 
sightly bare places are not known. 
Corn will not grow because the season 
is ton short. Wheat is the principal 
crop. Wheat is to that country what 
cnltou is to Georgia, oranges to Florida, 
tomatoes to Maryland aud sugar lo 
Louisana. 

The farmer lias a wonderfully easy 
time. He Las no com to plant, thin, 
plow, cut, shuck, shell, Ac , and that 
relieves him of half liis hard work. 
He has no fences to build, briars to cut, 
stumps to pull, or rocks to remove. 
He rides to plow, rides to sow, rides to 
reap and to mow. He threshes Ids 
wheat without stacking, and hauls to 
the isiiroad without housing. Every 
station has ils elevator, or several ol 
them. 

If a man lias stock he fences off* a 
small pasture in which to keep them. 
But he doesn’t need any stock more 
tliau a few cows and horses.

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MODERN FUNERALS. 

A® Undertaker Kpenkn of the I’rogreu 

Made in Hit Calling. 

**It it only within a rerv few year* 
that there has been any reform in the 
manner of conducting funerals,” said 
Mr. T. H. Roberts. “A few t ears ago 
the business was conducted in a most 
disagreeable way. For instance, if ice 
was to be chopped, it was done in 
front of the house before the mourners. 

I suppose you remember the old- 
fashioned screw rammed down into 
the coffin with a screw-driver half a 
yard long, to the horror of the grief- 
stricken family. Formerly some friend 
or member of the family supervised the 
funeral arrangements. In this age a 
funeral director relieves the family of 
all the painful cares of preparation. 
In notifying the bearers I use an en- 
graved form or invitation inviting the 
person addressed to serve, giving date 
and hour, and requesting an early 
answer. Before the hour for the 
services the binges cf the doors are 
oiled to prevent any noise. A colored 
man waits on the door in a full dress 
suit of black, with white necktie and 
black gloves. It is his place also to 
take the hats of the bearers and pnt 
them in the carriages set aside for them. 
In this waj' the hands of the bearers 
are left free, and it also leaves the lid 
of the casket- unincumbered with 
them. As the bearers arrive they are 
taken aside and lit toil with gloves and 
low silk cai« and crape fastened op 
the arm. In cold weather each car- 
riage is provided with hot soapstones. 
Matting is laid from the carriage to 
the grave. In hot or stormy weather 
a canopy extends from the carriage to 
the grave and the earth around the 
grave is covered with fresh ever- 
greens or flowers, concealing it from 
the view of the mourners. This last 
feature is especially necessary. Why 
I’ve known persons perfectly calm 
during the home services to shrink 
and faint at the sight of the dirt 
heaped tip, realizing for the first time 
that their dead was to be buried from 
their sight. In a well regulated fun- 
eral every carriage must be drawn ir.- ■ 
to line at a proper distance from the 
others. This prevents the procession 
from looking straggling and discon- 
nected. The modern caskets are 
much more artistic, titan those form- 
erly used. For young people white 
cream, pale bi te, navy blue and a 
moonlight shade., just off white, are 
the correct thing, either of plush or 
cloth. Slate and purple are used for 
gentlemen to a considerable extent, j 
General Grant’s casket was of purple 
plush with a metallic lining and sil- 
ver mounting. It had round corners 
with a cable coni ” — Detroit Tribune.

FLOOD’S WHITE BOUDOIR. 

A Gorgroai. Apart men t Furnished in 

Ivory, Gold mad Silk. 

The most important example of in- 
terior decorative work designed re- [ 
ceutly ill New York goes to enrich the 
San Francisco home of ex-Senator J. 
B. Flood. A house with a height of j 
only two stories is the basis for this 
Louis XV. and II >eoco magnificence. ] 
With more costly arrangements iu 
other divisions, the boudoir, in ivory ’ 
and gold, on the second floor, is of a 
character to engage special attention. I 

This room, which opens from a hall 
in English oak, arranged as a picture I 
gallery, connects two bed-rooms j 
reached from opposite sides. The 
wood-work is in enameled cherry, ! 
with a wainscot three and a half feet 
high: a border of the wool, with its 
gilded decoration, marks also the di- 
vision between wall and cove. This 
band is on a line and uniting with the ! 
upper section of the door frame, which 
bears tlic.distinctinn of a handsome [ 
piece of carved work. 

The walls are covered by hangings of 
satin dama«k laid off plain, showing a 
floriated scroll pattern in tints of blue 
a id pearl, a continuous lattice work 
with a vine running ail through, and 
the figures of dancing eupids breaking 
through at intervals. Above is a mold- I 
ing indicating an oval and connected ! 
with spandrels filled by wreaths. By i 
the introduction of a colonnade an 
open-sky effect is produced in the ceil- 
ing. with its height of eighteen feet. 
The perspective, in which the bains- ( 
trade surrounding this central oval is 
treated, is enhanced by the added 
adornment of vines trailing over the 
rail. 

A distinctive feature of the room is 
in the forming of two wall brackets or 
cabinets in framing of ivory and gold, 
with delicate lines in brass work form- 
ing a border inclosing beveled glasses 
around a center mirror. The furniture 
of Louis XV. style is upholstered in 
silk lain pas with exquisite bright figur- 
ing* on a pearl-tinted ground. The 
door-way hangings are of plash in a 
pineapple shade, richly embroidered 
in applique and with silks of different 
shades and ribbons in combination. 
The covering of a white table at one 
side is made to correspond. A crystal 
chandelier hung above the doorway is 
supplied with candles to illumine so 
fair a scene in a fortunate man’s 
habitation. — N. Y. Cor. Burlington 
Hawkey c.

AN EXPENSIVE CITY. 

Why Mm of Small Inromw Should Steer 

Clear of Washington.

he never played poker, and never wcut 
to the theater, aud when he quit Con- 
gress he had enough to live on for the 
rc-t of his days.

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REFORM IN JAPAN. 

American I dot* Gaining a Strong Foot- 
ho!«i in That Country. 

Americans have a general knowledge 
that there have lately been great re- 
forms in Japan, bnt it is not so well 
known that the lives of the present I 
and late Mikado together form one of I 
the most startling chapters in modern 
history. Only thirty-seven years ago 
Japan was not really an empire; it 
could hardly be said to have a central 
government. The ancient political 
system had completely broken down 
and nothing else had taken its place. 
At Tokio the Tycoon held his court, 
but his power w r as weak and local; at 
Kizoto the Mikado had even less power. 
There was political chaos. By the op- 
eration of the old feudal system the 
Daimios. or local nobles, bad attained 
a practical independence, each ruling 
his own territory despotically — in short, 
Japan was a loose and almost lawless 
confederacy. This is no place to de- 
scribe the series of masterly measures 
by which the Mikado destroyed the 
local sovereignties; suffice it that it | 
was thoroughly done, the Daimios 
were thoroughly disarmed, aud | 
the revived empire of Japan I 
entered on an extraordinary era of j 
progress. English and American ideas I 
were rapidly adopted. Even the Eu- 
ropean dress was introduced, though ] 
travelers with an eye to artistic effect 
think the Japanese l.-ulies have lost more 
than they gained by the “reform.” 

A serious attempt was even made to 
introduce the English language, by 
reason of its greater convenience in 
writing; but the learned men soon de- 
cided that the irregularities of English 
spelling and grammar more than offset 
the other advantage. Japan is already 
known to us almost as well as the 
countries of Europe, and their appre- 
ciation of Americans grows with ac- 
quaintance. They honored General 
Grant as they had never done any for- 
eigner. and on that occasion the Mikado 
for the first time appeared in public — 
an astounding innovation in Japan. 
Soon after he publicly awarded the 
; prizes at the Japan university, and since 
then has lived much like the monarch* 
of Europe . — Harrisburg Telegraph.

QUEER WRIGGLING PETS. 

Thm Live Ornament 0 Worn by Some Whim- 
sical Society Women. 

“One of the Kings of France had a 
cob-web-coat and the ladies of the day 
wore gorgeous spiders in their lofty 
hats, and to judge from, appearances 
the California horned toad is coming 
into fashion,” said a Los Angeles 
jeweler. “Why? Simply beesuse a 
lady came In the store the other day 
and left orders to have a gold band 
pnt around the horned toad she brought 
in and to have it locked with a small 
gold padlock attached to a chain and 
pin, and though I did not ask any 
questions, I assume that the animal is 
to be a hat ornainenL I have heard of 
such thinge before. The other day," 
continued the speaker, “I saw a man 
take his watch from bis pocket and 
upon the end of the double chain 
dangled a small, but frisky horned 
toad. So it is evident that the little 
animals are in fashion.” 

The variety of uses to which animals 
arc put, living or dead, is somewhat as- 
tounding. and fashion often dictates 
usages that otherwise would be repug. 
nant to tho refined taste. Wearing 
living animals upon the headgear is no 
new thing— is, in fact, as old as anything. 
Lizards were worn upon the head by an- 
cient Egyptians, the curious gecko be- 
ing the one most commonly used, and 
in India to-day native women fasten 
large living butterflies upon their hair. 

Some years ago a young woman ap- 
peared at a fashionable Newport hotel, 
and when out upon the drive wore 
upon her riding-hat an enormous slow- 
moving beetle that, like the horned 
toad referred to, was fastened to a pin 
by a chain, and padlock. I after- 
ward saw this unfortunate insect in a 
jeweler’s at New York, where it had 
been laid up for repairs. It was a 
most disagreeable object, but ate its 
supply of sugar as if it enjoyed life. 
Its owner succeeded in advertisng her- 
self, whether this was her object or 
not; but all pets come to grief in the 
end and this proved no exception. It 
so happened that the wearer went to 
an entertaiment out of town one even- 
ing, and to astonish the natives wore 
the big beetle upon her haL During 
the performance the insect, probably 
being aroused by’ the light or heat, be- 
gan to walk about, and caught the eye 
of a countryman sitting behind, who, 
not up to the vagaries of fashion, 
hoarsely whispered so that it was heard 
all over, “Excuse me, miss, but there’s 
a bug in your bonnet,” and forthwith 
dashed the unfortunate beetle to the 
ground, ending its career then and 
‘there. 

In Southern countries fire-flies are 
often utilized for decorative purposes 
by the ladies of fashion, being espe- 
cially adapted for garden parties at 
night, and probably the most remark- 
able costume ever seen was worn by a 
Cuban lady at an entertainment a few 
years ago. It was a bal masque, and 
part of the flooring was laid in the 
open air, the bright moonlight being 
quite sufficient for all purposes. She 
appeared as “Night,” and was almost 
covered with fire-flies, each of which 
was caught by a delicate silver wire 
and held so that its light was plainly 
seen. The effect of this display was 
magnificent, the living lights gleaming 
ami twinkling like so many diamonds. 
In the North, fire-flies have been 
often used by ladies to decorate their 
hair at night, and a famous fop of 
Mexico always wore a number about 
his sombrero. The curious walking- 
sticks (mantis) and the walking-leaf 
are sometimes used in the conntries in 
which they are found as decorations. 
Not only is the living beetle used, but 
dead beetles are in de into studs and 
pins, the rich Brasilian green varieties 
being most valued. In Europe, or 
rather Northern Africa, the scaraheus 
is esteemed, : ltd models in stone are 
used as seals and charms. Thousands 
of these objects are sold Jo tourists as 
having been found in graves and tombs, 
when in reality they were manufactur- 
ed in New England (it is needless to 
mention the State) for this trade. 

In Colorado I saw a cowboy’s som- 
brero decorated, with the stuffed skin 
of a rattlesnake, the latter being used 
instead of a hatband. I presume that 
the wearer was “Rattlesnake Bill.” 
Snake-skins are extremely fashionable 
when made into belts and bags, and as 
book covers they are not unattractive. 
So with sharks; the skin of certain 
varieties is used for a number of pur- 
poses, as belts, pocket-books, book- 
binding, etc. It is curious that fish 
scales are not used more in decoration. 
Some are remarkably beautiful, espeo 
ially those of the tarpon, which look 
more like a trade dollar than any thing 
else, the silver having been seeming- 
ly poured upon them. They are some- 
times made into chatelaines, and I have 
heard of a dado being made up of them. 
The tarpon is rightly named the silver 
king, and is the most beautiful of all 
its kind — a gleaming mass of silver and 
the type of agility and power. — Cor.

Rev. IVippol jtu« Smooth text's Model An* 
nlvfrsnry Sermon. 

Last Sunday Rev. Hippolytus Smooth- 
text, B. A., of the Church of St Sleep- 
ers, preached an anniversary sermon 
which we can commend to all pastors 
who are given to preaching anniversary 
Sermons as a model of its kind. True, 
it did not possess that unfathomable 
depth of bottomless profundity and 
limitless breadth of encyclopedical eru- 
dition so characteristic of the discursive 
expositions of Rev. Pbiletus Dobbs, D. 
D., but nevertheless, taken all in all, it 
may be considered a model anniversary 
sermon. Especially instructive and 
suggestive were the statistics which, so 
far as we have observed, were of a kind 
never before introduced in a discourse 
of this nature, and it is to this model 
feature of the sermon that we desire 
especially to direct the attention of 
young ministers, who have yet to make 
their mark in anniversary efforts. 
Rev. Hippolytus Smoothtext, B. A., in 
reviewing the work of his pastorate, 
stated among other tilings, that be bad, 
during the year of his Christian min- 
istry, just closed, preached 104 sermons, 
18 mortuary discourses, solemnized 21 
hymeneal ceremonies, delivered 17 
lectures, of which 16 were on secular 
and all the others on religious sub- 
jects; made 32 addresses of which all but 
27 were on matters most nearly touch- 
lag the vital religious concerns of the 
church: had read aloud in public 156 
chaptcis of the Bible, 149 of which were 
very long ones: had made pastoral 
calls, 312; taken tea on such occasions, 
812 times; distributed 804 tracts; visit- 
ed the sick several times; sat on the 
platform at temperance and other pub- 
lic meetings 47 times; had the headache 
Sabbath morning and so compelled to 
appear before his people in a condition 
of physical pain, nervous prostration 
and bodily distress that utterly unfitted 
him for public preaching; 104 times; 
picnics attended, 10; dinners, 37; suf- 
fered from attacks of malignant dys- 
pepsia, 37 times; read 748 hymns; in- 
structed the choir in regard to selec- 
tion of tunes, 1 time; had severe colds, 
104 times; sore throat, 104 times; ma- 
laria, 104 times; had written 3,120 
pages of sermons; declined invitations 
to tea, 1 time; started the tunes in 
! prayer meetings, 2 times; started the 
wrong tune, 2 times; sang hymns that 
I nobody else knew, 2 times; received 
| into church membership, 3; dismissed 
' by letter, 49; expelled, 16; strayed or

ABOLITION OF PERFUMES. 

Foa hionftbl. Women Who Pour Sweet- 

Smelllng Fluid to their Ears. • 

It is a pleasure to note that the in- 
discriminate use of perfumes among 
members of the fair sex is rapidly de- 
creasing, and that the woman who em- 
ploys triple extracts with which to 
sprinkle herself has become the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. Like every 
thing else, perfumes may be legitimate 
or not, according to circumstancen 
Delicate odors, such as violeL helio- 
trope or orris root, are always permis- 
sible, just as patchouly and musk are 
always to be shunned. In any event, 
perfume in the shape of sachet powder 
is to be preferred to liquid extracts, if 
we except one or two English prepara- 
tions. This subtle, delightful scent 
was first used by the Princess of Wales 
and later by Mrs. Langtry, until it 
finally became the rage. The chemist, 
meanwhile, has made a fortune. A i 
peculiar custom with fashionable 
women is to pour one or two drops of , 
perfume into their ears. Nobody now- 
adays ever thinks of putting perfumes , 
on a handkerchief or rubbing it on , 
one’s hands. Laces, underwear, rib- ' 
bons, note paper, gloves, and all | 
small articles of dress are made fra- j 
grant by large sachet bags, that are of 
a size corresponding to the bureau or 
dressing table drawers. These bags 
are composed of silk and lined with 
raw cotton, upon which the powder is 
spread. This, in addition to a very 
moderate use of a faint suggestive 
odor, such as the wood violeL for in- 
stance, is all in the way of perfume, 
that is allowable by a really refined 
woman. Parisian dressmakers have a 
way of sending perfumed gowns 
to their customers. A strange 
feature connected with this fashion is 
the fact that the odor remains forever. 
A lady of tills city having purchased a 
costume whose every fold breathed the 
most delicious perfume, sent an order 
to Paris for a sample of t he scent em- 
ployed. The dressmaker forwarded 
to her by express a small bottle of ordi- 
nary looking sachet powder. Acc< n - 
panying it was a bill to the amount ot 
$40. The lady paid the money, but 
since then has generally inquired the 
price of things before ordering.

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THE TIGER BEETLE. 

One of the Mont Strong end Ferocious ol 
Khode Island Insects. 

The tiger beetles, or Cicendelas, are 
among our most showy insects. They 
rival, indeed, the famous diamond 
beetle of Brazil, so often worn as an 
ornament. They are found more com- 
monly in sandy regions, where their 
lively movements at once attract at- 
tention. They are very hard to catch; 
usually we bring them down by fling- 
ing at them a handful of sand. They 
are tigers in all their conditions, pre- 
datory and ferocious. 

Certain very common holes about the 
Warwick plains for a long time inter- 
ested us. As we traveled along we 
would notice the sudden disappearance 
of some creature into a tube-like open- 
ing in the ground. When at the top of 
it the surface of the earth would appear 
as usual. A regnlar snare is laid for 
the unwary, the victims being gen- 
erally ants. The holes, which I have 
seen a foot deep, are mode by the larva 
of the tiger beetles. Jn these they rest 
and wait for prey. Let an ant ap- 
proach the opening and the delusive 
snapall becomes terribly active. He 
is snapped by two jaws as unyielding 
as fate. The descent to Avernus is easy, 
but no ant ever found his way back. 
The heart shrinks from dwelling on 
the tragedy subterraneous. 

It is possible, however, to “play it” 
on these sometimes. Like the young 
of the gentle homo, they can be tickled 
with a straw. Inserting one in the 
hole or lair, the creature within gets 
angry, snaps at iL nnd may be pulled 
up withal. He can not pride himself 
on personal beauty; an ugly grub is he, 
with a sort of hinge in his back, a mal- 
formed, sonr-tempered, naked-looking 
savage. We care not if we torment 
him. Acting on which inquisitional 
principle, we stick him into the den of 
another fellow. A duel ensues, with- 
out seconds and contrary to code. It 
is a mere question of weight and agili- 
ity. One or other soon throws up the 
sponge. After all, it is evidently not 
much tun to grub for one’s living! —

It was his solitary merit to love his 
mistress. Having done so and con- 
trived for himself a dramatic exiL he 
fulfilled his duty and deserved well of 
posterity. The savage brute that fol- 
lowed Bill Sikes was another unattrac- 
tive reality — his naturalness not im- 
paired by the fact that he approxi- 
mates, both in the conduct of life and 
in his duplication of his master's in- 
voluutary suicide, to the accentuating 
class of humbugs. But Dickens' best 
dog, and perhaps the best of all fic- 
tion ry dogs, is Boxer in the "Cricket 
on the Hearth. ” That is a dog. There 
is no paste-board about him. You can 
hear his bark as ihe carrier’s cart 
comes toward you through the fog; can 
sec him circling round it, dashing into 
houses by the roadside to paj’ private 
visits of his own, bounding on in ad- 
vance when home is near.to give warn 
ing of his master's coming. He is not 
a dog of high breeding, it must be ad- 
mitted. The very freedom of his man- 
ners, his sociability and good temper 
are proof of his plebeian descent. But 
he is flesh and blood; a dog one would 
like to shake hands with. Printers’ 
ink and paper though he be and 
strongly bound in board, we should 
hesitate to put bones withiu his reach 
or let a cat near the bookcase in which 
he reposes. There is another good 
dog in “Dombey and Son,” less phi- 
lanthropic than Boxer, but ith a con- 
siderable sense of humor; as shown by 
his proceedings in respect to Mr. 
Toot’s trousers . — London Globe.

—Bees should not lxs allowed to 
find honey outside tho hives, as it in- 
tices robbing, and also causes them to j 
attack people. 

— The white of un egg beaten to a 
stiff froth whipped up with the juice of 
one lemon and taken half hourly, will 
relieve hoarseuess aud soreness of *ho 
chest 

— Preaching economy, the New- 
Englnnd Farmer thinks, has become 
monotonous; yet on tho farm, as else- 
where, waste takes more than storms, f 
frosts aud insects. 

— The droppings from sheep are 
highly cincintrated and should be 
carefully saved, the best mode of so 
d dug being to mix them witn the coni- 
posit heap. 

— If the meat in the barrel shows 
any signs of taint take it out of the 
barrel, wash in clean water, and put 
it in new brine, first cleaning the bar- 
rel thoroughly.

Without this, 
in a greater or less degree, no field is 
fruitful. 

— Referring to the practice of hold- 
ing butter in cold storage for a rise in 
price, the American Cultivator says: 
“There is very little encouragement 
for dairymen to speculate in butler. In 
the long run it proves to bo the best 
policy for the producers to sell tbeir 
butter about as fast as made. It never 
improves iu condition after this point.” 

— It is remarked that “tho time to 
select potato seed is when digging the 
crop. That like produces like all admiL 
and it is only reasonable to infer that 
those hills which are the fullest of de- 
sirable potatoes are the ones to save. 
When the right hill is found save every 
tuber that is large enough for seed. 
This method gives the best chance fol 
not only keeping up. but improving 
the quality of tho crop. Breeding from 
the best is a much more reasonable 
and promising method than a random 
selection from the pile at sorting time. 
The best hills are discovered only at 
harvest time, aud then is the only time 
they can be selected for seed.” — St. 
Louis Republican. 

MOVABLE BOARD FENCE. 

On« That, with Ordinary Usage, Will 
Last a Life -Time. 

The panels are 13 f set iu length, and 
are made of boards six riches wide and 
1 j inches in thickness. Boards of the 
same thickness, 4 inches wide and 4- 
feet in length, are u-ed for the up- 
rights. Three-inch wrought nails are 
used, and well clinched, two at each 
place of contact Three uprights aro 
used for each length. The bottom 
board is nailed 15 inches from the 
ground, and the two oth r boards are 
nailed on with 8-inch space between 
the boards, making 4 feet in height. 
It is set up in a straight line, with the 
panels facing each way alternately, 
and tho uprights locking past each 
other, thus holding all tight length- 
wise. Suitable stakes are driven, one 
on each side where the panels lap, and 
a cap of common annealed fonce- 
cap wire .placed tightly around 
them ab ve the panels; or shorter 
stakes may be used and the wire passed 
around the stakes and uprights, and 
hooked together so as to lie easily re- 
moved. If holes are made for the 
stakes with a bar and the stakes driven 
so as to stand firm, the fence is secured 
against any ordinary wind; and al- 
though only three 6-inch boards are 
used to the length, it is perfectly safe 
if set 6 feet away from com or other 
grain. 

I have used this fence ten years and 
have had very little repairing to do, 
although it is set up and removed each 
year. The panels are drawn to the 
field on the hay rack— 25 rods of fence 
at a load, and removed on a light snow 
in November on a sled. With boards 
only IS feet in length it is a strong and 
secure fence. I have never seen a 
movable fence set tip without stakes or 
other fastening to the ground that was 
safe against wind and pushing of cattle. 
With lumber at $10 per 1.000 fecL the 
fence costs abont 45 cents a rod, and 
with fair usage will last a lifetime. —

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TYPHOID FEVER. 

Why It Prevails to a Greater Extent in 
Wiuter Than In Summer. 

Discussing the distribution of typhoid 
fever in Oldham, Dr. Niven, the medi- 
cal officer of health, refers to the well- 
known tendency of this disease to pre- 
vail in the colder rather than in tho 
warmer months. In the case ot his 
district he interprets it by explaining 
that there is a general influence in 
operation which is for the most part 
combined with influences acting spe- 
cially in the winter months. That 
general influence he describes as either 
the admission of sewer air into houses 
by means of defective drain arrange- 
ments, or the action of polluted subsoil 
water, or the two combined. Open 
doors and windows in summer 
reduce to a minimum the 
c-xils thus resulting. Butin the winter i 
injurious emanations are drawn into ! 
dwellings by the aid of internal warmth \ 
ot the fires, and the foul air is penned j 
in by reason of closed doors and win- I 
dotvs. This explanation has often 
Isjtn referred to by various timers of 
health, and the cireumstanc -s described 
wv*t be regarded as having an im- 
portant bearing both upon typhoid 
l-s*er and other conditions of health. 
Ventilation of nouscs is as much needed 
i*» winter as in summer, and we should 1 
l«*o tos-e provided a by-law which re- 
quires every home to be built on a site 
covered with a layer of good cement ■ 
concrete : very where adopted and car- 
ried out. By such means alone can 
the suction into 'dwelling* of subsoil 
air, which is always <*p.m to susp'cion. 
be prevented . — Ixmlon Lane L

At the ordinary 
temperature a pail of water will absorb 
a pint of carbonic acid gas aud several 
pints of ammonia. The capacity is 
nearly doubled by reducing the water 
to the temperature of ice. Hence, 
water kept in a room for a while is 
! unfit for use. 

" RUST IN WHEAT. 

A Destructive Fun;iM Which P»mf« 
Through Three Dlntiart A gei. 

The disease known as rust in wheat 
and oats is caused by a fungus called 
Puccinia graminis, which has a most in- 
teresting history. Just as truly as the 
codiiugnioth live during part of its life 
as a larva in the apple, a second part 
as pupa under the bark near the base of 
the tree, and the third adult stage as a 
mature moth with wi ngs, so does this 
rust have three distinct stages. The 
black rust stage is the mature stage in 
which the black spores are produced 
that survive the winter in the straw or 
stubble of wheat, oats or some other 
grass plants. In the spring these rest- 
ing spores in some way get upon the 
leaves of barberry (very probably on 
some more common plants also) and 
germinate, producing what is 
known as the cluster cups 
on that shrub. The cup-like 
formations on the surface of the bar- 
berry leaf are full of minute spores 
which are carried by the winds, some 
reaching the grain. These spores 
lodge on the rough surfaces of the 
blades and stems of the wheat or oats 
and begin growth by sending out a 
very minute and thread-like mycelium, 
as it is called, which penetrates the 
plant and grows through the tissue, 
multiply ing very rapidly. When the 
grain is nearly ripe the mycelium pro- 
duces yellowish spores near tho sur- 
face of the leaves and stents, which 
break through and stand out over the 
plant, often making it look a reddish 
yellow and covering the hands and 
clothes of those binding it by hand be- 
fore tho dew is off in the morning. 
These spores fall to other parts of the 
plant and grow, thus aiding the rapid 
multiplication of the thread-like my- 
celium in filling the plant tissues. 

The third or adult stage differs main- 
ly in the kiud of spores produced over 
the surface of tho plant. They are 
black, instead of reddish or yellow. 
They can l>e seen iu rows along the 
’stem or leaves of ripe grain, or stubble 
in fields that were infested. These 
black spores are more dense than those 
produced in the second or “red stage,” 
and are calculated to live through the 
winter and start a new generation by 
first living in the. cluster-cup stage in 
the leaves of the barberry. The fact 
that the field of wheat was infested this 
year goes to show that there was bar- 
berry or other plants upon which tho 
rust can p iss its first s: age. The pres- 
ent knowledge of this fungus is net 
clear enough to enable one to deter- 
mine how certainly it will reappear 
after having infested a field. Unless 
wheat is by far the most profitable, 
corn or some other paying crop shonid 
be grown next year. The rust is said 
to work most rapidly in moist warm 
weather, and the amount of damage 
done will depend greatly on the kiud of 
season . — Prairie Farmer.

A USEFUL GUILD. 

Women Who Propone to Adopt Mending 
;»t» a Pro fen* toil. 

Two years ago the New Century 
guild of Philadelphia undertook the 
experiment of bringing woman and 
work togelher by mending the clothes 
brought to the rooms of the guild for 
that purpose. The plan has proved 
moderately successful, bnt a step in 
advance is to be taken the coming 
winter, by sending out professional 
menders to work by the day or hour. 
These women expect to have regular 
customers to whose houses they will 
go once a week to do the family mend- 
ing. It is believed that this plan will 
prove a boon to many a housekeeper, 
who can never keep even with her 
mending basket, because of other calls 
upon her time. Many a woman can 
better afford to pay another to do her 
family mending than us a her own 
time for iL The chief obstacle 

to the success of the experiment 
is not in the demand. but 

in the supply of good menders. Women 
skillful with the needle need not beg 
long for work. It is said that a good 
dressmaker who goes from house to 
house makes about twice as good 
wages as the average school-teacher 
and four times avmnch as the average 
shop girl, and moreover she is quite 
independent. As a general rule she is 
well treated anil escapes the odium 
which seems to attach to ordinary do- 
mestic service. A professional mender 
must also be very proficient with her 
needle, and if she can uot cam as good 
wages as tho dressmaker, there is no 
reason why her skill should not be 
fairlv appreciated. A t institution like 
the Pniladelphia guild, which under- 
takes to bring such women and their 
work together, must prove a blessing 
to both employers and e nployes. — 
Springfield Union.

BLASTING STUMPS. 

How Two -Men Cun Blow Oat from Seventy 
to Eighty a Day. 

Having blasted nearly a thousand 
stamps this summer, I will giv i some 
information in regard to it. A two- 
inch auger will do for small slumps, 
and in the spring, hut when the ground 
gets hard, and for large stumps, the 
auger is of no use. A pieee of steel 2 
inches broad, 10 inches long and j inch 
thick, with a J-inch iron handle, and 
sharpened like a chisel, is one tool. 
Make a scoop of an old mill saw, cut 
10 or 12 inches long, welded to the 
steel bar mentioned above, and bent 
in tiie shape of a crescent or semicircle 
not over 24 inches across, to scoop 
tho earth out, which completes tho 
list of tools neerfe 1. D g under the 
center of the stump, and against the i 
s ump tf not rottnn, but if ro ten get I 
dc.wn deeper (if you strike a bard root, 
down a ong and partly around it). 
Piece the d> nnmitc tight against the j 
root and stamp it solid. Ihe sump 
will come out clean every time if yen 1 
use enough dynamite. Two ivcn thus 
accouter.ni. who understand ih^ busi- 
ness, will blow cut from 70 to 8) dry i 
stumps a day, if they aro not too big. j 
It will cost for green while oak stumps, 
from 18 inches to 3 feet about $1; ! 
others about 30 tin 65 cents, acc >rtliug 
to sisc, nnd lime since they were cut. 
The other details about blasting are 
supposed to be understood. 1 urite 
this only to oorrecl crroii'-mt* ideas , 
abont the business.
